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Field  surveys  made  by  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  aud  Plant 
Qp.arantine  in  cooperation  with  State  agricultural  agencies  of  Kansas, 
Oklahoma,  Rebraska,  Iowa,  Missouri,  Illinois,  Ohio,  Rew  York, 
Pennsylvania,  and  Rew  Jersey  indicate  that  hessian  fly  infestations 
are  lo,w  in  California,  'western  and  southern  Rebraska,  western  Kansas, 
northwestern  Oklalnoma,  ■eastern  Missouri,  Iowa,*  Arkansas,  northern 
Illinois,  northern  Ohio,  Rew  York,  'Pennsylvania,  Re^’^/  Jersey,  Pela,ware, 
Maryland,  Virginia,  Rorth  Carolina,-  South  Carolina,  and  Georgia, 
Infestations  are  moderate  in  northeastern  Colorado,  northeastern 
Rebraska,  north-central  and -northeastern  Kansas,  north-central 
Oklahoma,  northwestern -and  southwestern  Missouri,  central  and  southern 
Illinois,  and  Michigan.  Infestations  are  heavy  in  south-central  and 
southeastern  Kansas,  northeastern  Oklahoma,  west  central  Missouri, 
Indiana,  southern  Ohio-,*  Kentucky,  and  Tennessee. 

A close  observance  of  the  safe-seeding  dates  is  recommended 
for  the  areas  of  moderate  and  heavy  infestations. 

The  data  summarized  in  the  following  table,  and  the  accompany- 
ing map,  indicate  more 'fully  the  regions  covered  by  the  survey  and 
the  general  trend  of  infestations.  A field  sample  in  the  survey 
usually  consisted  of  wheat  stems.
